Mf. Parizeau said during July 
and August fogs were a dally 
occurrence in the ocean off the 
coast. About 9 or 10 each morn¬ 
ing a strong westerly wind gets 
up and sweeps the fog banks 
shoreward: Under normal condi¬ 
tions the banks roll around Cape 
Flattery and along the U.S. shore, 
hut will be blown across to the 
Canadian side If there is a south¬ 
westerly. Sometimes the fog 
banks will be 8 or 10 miles long 
and at other times will blanket 
the straits. During the fall, he 
explained, the fog usually hangs 
around the inletS and the ocean 
is comparatively clear. 

Mr. Parizeau said he would 
rather be In fog in the straits 
than off the mouth of the Fraser 
River where It was more dense 
and likely to last longer. He 
stressed that his observations 
were mainly based on one year 
and conditions might change 
from year to year. 

Commissioner Sloan explained 
to the witness that the reason 
the tides were being examined 
was to show whether gill-netting 
would be practical in the straits. 

“Well, glll netters operate in the 
places I have mentioned that 
have tides Just as strong or 
stronger," said Mr. Parizeau. He 
mentioned such places as Dixon 
Entrance, Ogden Passage, Rose 
Spit, Eddy Passage and John¬ 
stone Strait.

Makes Them Outcasts 

WINNIPEG (CP) — Hugo 
Schilling, district leader of the 
German Bund at Loon Lake. Sas¬ 
katchewan, declares that "every 
good German in western Canada, 
who can raise the fsre, will go 
back to Germany unless the cam¬ 
paign of anti-German propa¬ 
ganda, now being carried on by 
Canadian newspapers, ceases." 

'Mr. Schilling passed through 
Winnipeg Inst night with a party 
of Germans who are returning to 
Germany. They left the St. Wal- 
burg tnd Loon Lake areas of 
Saskatchewan, recently the scene 
of settlement by refugees from 
Czechoslovakia. 

Hans Schilling, son of Hugo, 
said that because of the socalled 
“anti-German propaganda" In 
hewspapers here his people had 
been treated as “outcasts." 

“We are Canadian citizens but 
we are being kicked out by 
propaganda." he said. “We settled 
the Loon Lake district and de¬ 
veloped It from the time there 
were only two Indian trails until 
It became one of the best farm¬ 
ing districts In that area. But as 
a result of the anti-German pro¬ 
paganda campaign which began 
two years ago our fellow Cana¬ 
dians have been treating ua as 
outcasts and second-rate people. 
After my experience I would 
rather be a German citizen than 
a Canadian citizen.” 

He maintained a German baker 
in his district had been threat¬ 
ened with boycott unless he 
stopped attending bund meet¬ 
ings. Schilling added, however, 
that no pressure had been placed 
on his people to leave the coun¬ 
try and that they were doing to 
of their own free will. 

Schilling said the bund meet 
ings were purely musical and 
social gatherings to maintain 
German culture. 


CALGARY (CP)—A colorful 
career in the oil business ended 
today with the death here of W. 
S. Herron of Calgary, discoverer 
of oil possibilities in Turner Val¬ 
ley. southwest of Calgary. *Hs 
was 69. 

Mr. Herron, credited with mak¬ 
ing and losing millions In the 25- 
year history of Canada's major 
oil field, was perhaps at the peak 
of his success when death came. 

President of Okalta Oils Lim¬ 
ited and president of Sance Mine* 
Limited and Chinook Oils Lim¬ 
bed, he was known In Alberta 
oil circle* as the “No-sell Herron." 

In 1929 he refused to sell his 
holdings In Turner Valley oil com¬ 
panies despite bull markets at 
the time. 

His faith in the future of th* 
field, 32 miles southwest of,Cal¬ 
gary, in 1929, was no greater than 
in the early 1900's, a faith he de¬ 
veloped shortly after moving 
from his home at Gelert. Ont, In 
1901, to farm near Okotoks. 

In 1912, accompanied by A. W. 
Dingman, he organised the Cal¬ 
gary Petroleum Products Com¬ 
pany, and a year later the “dis¬ 
covery weir blew In on Turner 
Valley acreage. It was the dis¬ 
covery of gas. 

In late years, Mr. Herron ac¬ 
quired large interests In various 
mining concerns of British Co¬ 
lumbia 

Mr. Herron was a member of 
a large Gelert, Ont., family and 
following a brief education in 
Gelert schools he became a con¬ 
tractor and tlmberman In the 
Haileybury, Ont., district in 1896.

HYDE PARK, NY. (AP)— 
President, Roosevelt, discussing 
neutrality legislation today, said 
that from every capital in Europe 
— without exception—there was 
evidence of preparations. for an 
eventuality that was bcieved to 
be fairly close. 

At the same time, Mr. Roose¬ 
velt said it should be emphasized 
that there were no allegations of 
probabilities of trouble abroad, 
only as a statement of possibili¬ 
ties. 

He contended at a press con 
ference that a decision to defer 
action on neutrality legislation 
until the next session of Con- 
press would hurt business. 

For instance, he said, a news¬ 
paper owner, not knowing how a 
war might affect hit business, 
would hesitate 1o place an order 
for -a new press. At the same 
time, (he President said it would 
lake more than a mere crisis to 
impel him to call Congress into 
a special session to come to grips 
with the neutrality problem. 

PREVIOUS THREATS ENDED 

For several years, he added, 
there have been recurring threats 
which did not eventuite in war 
abroad, and there might be 
another which might not lead to 
actual conflict. 

But the United States Is not in 
a position to help in a situation 
of that kind, he said, under the 
present neutrality law with Its 
si ml embargo provision. Mem¬ 
bers of the Senate who conferred 
with him and State Secretary Cor- 
dell Hull Tuesday night were 
fully apprised of that fact, he 
said. 

It was at that conference that 
a decision was reached to than, 
don efforts to obtain Immediate 
passage of a neutrality bill with 
out tn arms embargo section. 

Members df the Senate who 
wanted to postpone action, Mr. 
Roosevelt declared, have been 
gambling with the possibility 
that war will not eventuate. 

He indicated the neutrality 
controversy was closed until Con- 
Cress reassembles next January, 
so far as he was concerned. 


LONDON (CP)—The Jewish 
Agency for Palestine issued a 
statement today rejecting Col¬ 
onial Secretary Malcolm Mac¬ 
Donald's appeal for co-operation 
with the British government's 
new policy for the Holy Land. 

Mr. Macdonald in the House of 
Commons yesterday urged Jew¬ 
ish organizations to cooperate 
with the quota scheme of Immi¬ 
gration since “Britain is a friend 
of the Jewish people.”

Council Improves Color 

Grading in Manufactures 

OTTAWA (CP)—An artificial 
daylight that ia better than the 
real thing has been developed by 
the National Research Council's 
lighting experts. It la better than 
ordinary daylight for color grad- 
lng. and color grading Is a vital 
(actor in the valuation of fur*, 
as it Is"in paint manufacture and 
other industries. 

By the new methods. It can be 
done under correct lighting con- 
dltlona which are constant regard¬ 
less of weather or time of day. 
Equally Important is the (act 
those conditions can be reprn 
duced exactly at other places and 
times. 

Down in Prince Edward Island, 
furs have been graded by north 
sky light, but even this was recog 
nlzed as subject to great varia¬ 
tions. The Department of Agri¬ 
culture asked the Researcn Coun¬ 
cil to work out some more satis¬ 
factory system. This has been 
done by Dr. L. E. Howlett and is 
ready for commercial use. 

The ordinary blue electric bulb 
giver the general effect of day¬ 
light, but It does not reproduce H. 
A bulb alone has the disadvan¬ 
tage of being a "point source" of 
light which tends to be reflected 
when an article Is examined 
under it. A diffused source was 
required. 

A special room was developed 
with an artificial skylight In place 
of Its ceiling. Ordinary tungsten 
bulbs were used, with a proper 
color filter to rut down the domi¬ 
nant red radiation of the tungsten. 
By this filter, the same relation¬ 
ship was maintained between the 
red and blue rays as In daylight 
While cobalt glass Is not com¬ 
pletely effective as a filter, glass 
containing the proper combina¬ 
tion of pigments Is available 
which maintains the natural cor¬ 
relation between the rays of the 
spectrum. 

The experts emphasize that 
there Is nothing standard about 
north sky limit. It varies accord¬ 
ing to time of day. according to> 
clouds and fogs. They have tried 
to produce a compromise between 
all those variations, or as they 
say. a mean "color temperature" 
of north light. (This measure is 
based on the Intensity of light 
from a flame of varving heat. 
North sky light, for Instance, has 
a color temperature varying trom 
6,000 to 20,000 degrees.) 

Diffusion plus correct color* of 
constant intensity Is necessary In 
fine color grading, they say. and 
that's what they have produced 
Because even north light varies 
so much, all color grading, for 
papers, cottons, paints and furs, 
should be done by artificial day¬ 
light for precision, these men say.

CUROPE IS QUIETING DOWN. A 
^ spokesman for the German government 
-today tells the foreign press that "we reject 
a warlike solution of the Danzig problem 100 
per cent” Another German representative 
Is reported in London seeking to find out 
what measure of economic assistance Ger¬ 
many might expect If she attempted to turn 
her industry from a war to peace basis by 
agreeing to some measure of disarmament. 

With this possible change in attitude Brit¬ 
ish Prime Minister Chamberlain's statement 
.In the House of Commons a week' ago prob¬ 
ably has been a determining factor. Mr. 
Chamberlain left no doubt that It would be 
up to Warsaw to go to war over Danzig or 
to come to terms with the Reich through 
negotiations. Backing him up has been all 
the demonstration of Increased military 
power in Britain and of the will to use It, If 
occasion arises. It seems to be dawning 'on 
Hitler that the era of capitulation to the axis 
Is nearing an end, that Britain means busi¬ 
ness, despite her failure so far to bring in 
Russian support. 

There was also the significant statement 
a few days ago of former Imemier Andre 
Tardieu of France. He said Hitler had got 
by for four years on bluff, that he dare not 
fight because he has not the means and be¬ 
cause he would be assassinated by one of his 
own people Immediately war broke out. This 
Tardieu butburst lined up with ttje recent 
utterance of General Gamelin. the designated 
allied commander-in-chief if war comes. 
Gamelin also directed the attention ol French- 
meh to the fact that there were still, even 
In France, persons highly placed who be¬ 
lieved In further appeasement and he warned 
against them. - - 

The meaning of these statements Is appar¬ 
ently being grasped in Berlin. Mr. Chamber- 
lain has committed himself so unequivocably 
to his own people and the French have sup¬ 
ported him In such a way as to make it clear 
that there can be no hope of another Munich 
betrayal. The Nazis know that their bluffs 
from now are to be called and that one

One must not forget that 
Havelock Ellis' frank discussion 
of sex paved the way for "that 
candor of expression and freedom 
of thought which have made 
possible, not only the reasonable 
exposure of bodies tn the pursuit 
of health, but also the campaigns 
against social diseases which 
have already saved the world 
much misery and suffering. 

Havelock EUls made sex a 
science rather than a topic for 
surreptitious gossip. He fought 
prudery and he made a good Job 
of it. 

Dead at 80, he can claim the 
gratitude of an enlightened 
world. 


UNION OF DEMOCRACIES

No longer will they 
accept advertising for any spirituous or hard 
liquor, drugs specified as “cures,” nor from 
fortune-tellers and similar practitioners in 
the occulL Other regulations under this new 
code demand that no attacks on the products 
of others nor misleading statements as to 
price and value may be made.

Once In four years, the Hopl 
people open the shrine. They do 
sc on a November day, and the 
Image of the Elder Slater of the 
Dawn la carried to the highest 
point In the ngion. It la made 
ol wood, and when It la carried 
out It la wrapped In a white 
blanket. The people make offer¬ 
ings to the Idol, and then it la 
taken back to the shrine. 

The Aopla have altars on which 
they place imagrs. One of these 
la known aa the Blue Flute altar. 
It Is loaded with many objects, 
including prayer sticks, corn 
husks, a gourd and ears of com. 

The far-famed anake dance of 
the Hopl tribe plays a part In 
their religion. In this danoe, 
men carry'anakes In their hands. 
Since some of the snakes are rat¬ 
tlers, people wonder how the 
dancers can escape without being 
klUed. 

A tew years ago a Hopl who 
had turned Christian told what 
ht claimed was the secret. He 
said the rattler* were made to 
keep biting such objects as ani¬ 
mal hide*. This was done, he 
said. In a secret place, and caused 
the snakes to lose their supply 
of poison before the dancing 
started.

Agree General Outlook 

.Still lor Great Crop# 

WINNIPEG—Hot dry weather 
is reported from practically all 
districts in the western engrain 
growing area during the past 
week. In southern and central 
Saskatchewan rain is needed to 
prevent crop deterioration and 
(some points in Manitoba also re¬ 
port the recent hot weather will 
tend to reduce grade and yield, 
according to the weekly crop re¬ 
port of the agriculture depart¬ 
ment of the Canadian National 
Railways. 

Barley rutting has commenced 
in central Manitoba, and it is ex¬ 
pected wheat cubing will start 
towards the enclof this month. 
Grasshoppers are numerous, par¬ 
ticularly In southern districts, but 
no extensive damage is reported 
so far. 

Prospects in Alberta point to a 
bumper crop as, although hot, 
dry 'leather has also prevailed, 
very little damage of any kind 
is apparent. 

In central Manitoba, recent hot 
weather has advanced cutting 
about one week, and It is ex¬ 
pected wheat cutting will com¬ 
mence about August 1. More rain 
would be beneficial on the ma¬ 
jority of subdivisions, but gener¬ 
ally speaking conditions remain 
very favorable. 

Prospects for a better than 
average crop are reported from 
northern Manitoba. Grain Is not 
suffering as yet from lack of 
moisture, but a good rainfall 
would be beneficial. 

Rain is needed over practically 
all of southern Saskatchewan. 
Conditions in some sections are 
serious. While grasshoppers are 
numerous, little damage is appar¬ 
ent so far. Coarse grain crops 
arc deteriorating, but no reports 
of damage from rust or hail have 
been received. 

South central Saskatchewan 
promises the best crop harvested 
for a number of years. 

All grains are coming along 
well in southern Alberta. Wheat 
stands average 30 inches and the 
crop is heading out with large 
heads and heavy growth. 

The Peace River territory re 
eelved heavy rains which ensured 
sufficient moisture for the re¬ 
mainder of. the season. Crops are 
in good condition and indications 
are for a good yield. 

C.P.R. REPORT 

The weekly crop report of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway’s agri¬ 
cultural department says warm 
weather of the past week, while 
beneficial to the grain crops of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan In 
most cases, has carried with it 
some deterioration in Manitoba In 
the southeast and south-central 
portions. 

Southeastern S a s k a tchewan 
from Halbtite to North Portal, 
from Tyvan to Stoughton on the 
Klsbey subdivision of the railway, 
from Weybum to. Areola and on 
(he extreme west end of the Este. 
van subdivision crops" have lost 
coedition and are being described 
as poor. Some heat ravages are 
reported from the east-central 
sections of the same province, the 
damage reported as light to 35 
per cent along the Reston, Bulyea, 
Broadview and Neudorf subdivi¬ 
sions. 

Heavy rains are needed for fill¬ 
ing and to prevent further set¬ 
back in all that country. 

With a still favorable outlook 
for good yields In all three prairie 
provinces, these varied conditions 
have reduced the heavy crop pros¬ 
pect to some extent. More mois¬ 
ture for filling and lower temper¬ 
atures, especially in the southern 
areas, are. desired. 

Manitoba wheat is all In head. 
Eighty-five per cent of Saskatche¬ 
wan's and cloSe to 80 per cent of 
Alberta's, with considerable per¬ 
centage of coarse grains, are fol¬ 
lowing closely. 

British Columbia's government 
estimate of fruit crops is slightly 
lower than last year, but the gen¬ 
eral quality is good.
